forces w ithdrew to new' positions. 
The Allies had fought fiercely 
for the city , 55 miles southeast 
of Seoul, to buy time for the main 
body of U. N. forces to retreat 
so uthwestward from Seoul to the 
road leading to the southwest port 
of Pusan. 
A. P. correspondent Tom L a m ­ 
bert reported in a 
delay ed dis­ 
patch tha t the nru^n forces Sun­ 
day had pulled back 
south 
of 
Osan, 28 air miles south of Seoul. 
T hat's 50 miles 
southwest 
of 
Wonju

South Korean capital 
to Taejon 
and Pusan. It was a t Osan tha t 
the first American soldier to fight

REMINDER ABOUT FREEDOM 
Lt. Gen. Matthew Ridg way , the new field com­ 
mander of UN forces in Korea, told his men the oth­ 
er day to remember they are fig hting for freedom, 
not just for muddy v illag es in a strang e land. 
The reminder is important. 
But there’s another 
side to the story . 
Countless thousands of peaceful 
people had their homes in those muddy v illag es. 
It's hard for us, 7 ,(XX) to 10,000 miles away , to 
realize the personal trag edy suffered today by mil­ 
lions of Koreans. 
As the tides of battle hav e shift­ 
ed back and forth, their homes and their towns 
hav e been caug ht repeatedly in the line of fire. 
A big share of these v illag es now has been hope­ 
lessly flattened. 
Ev en if the Communist scourg e 
should be suddenly lifted from their country these 
people would hav e nothing to return to but crumbled 
ruins. Howev er the war comes out, these unfortunate 
folk will lose. 
Their trag ic plig ht is dramatically emphasized in 
the g reat ex odus that preceded Seoul’s fall to the 
Reds for the second time. 
As civ ilians streamed 
across the Han Riv er bridg es in search of some 
hav en in the south, Seoul’s population plummeted 
from a normal 1,7 50,000 to only 500,000. 
Other hundreds of thousands from many parts of 
Korea hav e fled southward, too. 
We ev en ev acuat­ 
ed more than 100,000 North Koreans by sea from 
Hung nam when our forces pulled out. 
The current Red driv e is producing more refu­ 
g ees than did the first one last summer. 
The people 
hav e now ex perienced the contrast between demo­ 
cratic and Communist rule. 
More than that, in 
recent months they hav e cooperated with UN forces; 
they know death or other reprisals await them if 
they stay . 
Only recently hav e we learned how shocking ly the 
North Koreans treated their blood brothers as they 
fell back during the successful UN adv ance last 
fall. 
Our military leaders were puzzled to find so 
fewT nativ es equipped by talent and training for local 
civ ilian leadership. 
The reason was simple: the Korean Reds had sy s­ 
tematically murdered the best educated and most 
talented citizens in the v illag es they abandoned. 
Perhaps nev er before has a “ scorched humans” policy 
been pursued so ruthlessly . Nothing any more pleas­ 
ant awaits those who do not follow UN armies 
southward this time. 
Thus Korea, which a y ear ag o was still a peace­ 
ful land with home hope of g radual betterment for 
its people, is today a blackened shambles. 
Ov er its 
scarred, churned-up earth wander millions of human 
being s who do not know where their nex t home will 
be. 
They know only that they must flee the Red 
terror. 
We are fig hting for freedom, y es. 
But liberty is 
not a disembodied cause. 
It has intense meaning for 
those who are barely holding to it today , and may 
lose it tomorrow. 
So long as we are firing a shot 
on that g rubby peninsula, we must fire it not alone 
in the name of freedom but for the hapless Koreans 
and their shattered, muddy v illag es.

ASHINGTON— (N EA )—A little-noticed Suprem e Court decision 
in the state of Oklahoma and Cities Service Gas Co. cr.sc-s may 
turn out to have considerab le effect on raising the prices of natural 
gas which people b urn in their ranges and heaters. 
And from the legal standpoint, it may have the indirect effect c ' 
giving independent natural gas producers—the well ow ners—come c 
the protection against Federal- Power Commission rate regulation, 
which they sought under the controversial K err b ill. 
President Trum an vetoed this b ill last April. It had b een introduced 
b y Oklahoma Sen. Rob ert S. K err, himself a natural gas producer. 
The b ill was opposed b y representatives of some 18 b ig cities in the 
northeastern U. S. 
They claimed it would pave the way for 
3 as rate 
increases to their citizens. 
Senator K err claimed the b ill would 
eventually lower the price of gas. 
The recent Supreme Court decision in the Cities Service Gas Co. 
case was not a direct ruling on the rate-regulating authority of the 
Federal Power Commission under the N atural Gas Act of 19 33. 
The 
court noted an exception that FPC was not involved in the Cities 
Service case. 
If i’PC had b een in it, the decision rryght have b eer, 
otherwise. 
W hat the court did rule was that the state of Oklahom a had th 
right to set a minimum price to producers on natural gas taken fror. 
the b ig Guym on-Iiugoton field. 
The decision was eignt-to-cne, wit;. 
Justice Tom Clark delivering the m ajority opinion and Justice Hugo 
Black dissenting. 


TN setting its m inimum rate, the Oklahom a Corporation Commission 
had acted under the state conservation laws. 
It had ruled that gar 
sold at less than scv-en cents a thousand cub ic feet would b e w astefu' 
of the state’s natural resources. During the w ar, some of this gas hac 
b een sold for as little as four cents a thousand feet, for carb on b lack 
production in the national defense effort. 
Some of the gas taken from the Hugoton field goes into pipeline:: 
for distrib ution and consumption in other states. 
So one question 
that arises here is w hether a state has the right to fix m inim um prices 
1 
on goods moving in interstate commerce. 
If Oklahoma can do it, so 
can the other gas producing states of Texas, Louisiana, A rkansas and 
Mississippi. 
The N atural Gas Act of 19 38 gave Federal Pow er Commission 
authority to regulate rates on natural gas moving in interstate com­ 
merce. 
A m ajority of the Commission has also ruled that it has the | 
authority to regulate prices paid gas producers in interstate commerce. 
This authority has never b een exercised and FFC has never asked any 
producer to file rate schedules. 
But w hat happens now, if a state can set a m inim um rate for natural 
gas at the well head, and the Federal Pow er Commission sets a dif­ 
ferent and perhaps a lower rate for gas moving in interstate pipelines? 
And w here does it leave the consumers? In the 19 49 Senate hearings 
on the K err b ill, it was testified that seven-cent gas would m ean an • 
increase in costs of $2,800,000 a year to the two pipelines drawing on 
the Hugoton field. 
One of these companies, Cities Service Gas Co., distrib utes east 
through Kansas. The other, Panhandle Eastern Pipeline, goes through . 
Missouri, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio and M ichigan. 
If the pipeline com- j 
panies have to pay more for gas at w'ell-head, they would naturalh j 
have to raise rates to their custom ers. 
D istrib uting companies there­ 
fore protested the increase and Cities Service wrent to ccurt to tes' 
O klahom a’s powrer to fix prices to producers. 
A m ajor test on the Suprem e Court decision could come if Federa' 
Power Commission ever w ent to the m at on the Phillips Petroleum
